GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  or  plague  originated  on  or 
were  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  health  of  the  employees  was  better  than  for  any  previous 
month  since  the  canal  work  began.  The  number  of  names  on  the 
rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was  37,172. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
926,  a  rate  of  298.93  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  344.23  for  the 
preceding  month  and  479.84  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  14.  Of  these  5 
died  from  disease,  or  1.61  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  4.68  for 
the  preceding  month  and  4.89  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last 
year.  One  death  was  recorded  for  each  of  the  following  diseases: 
Cancer  of  stomach  and  liver,  lobar  pneumonia,  organic  disease  of 
heart,  purulent  infection  and  septicemia,  and  tuberculosis  of  the 
genito-urinary  organs. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.82,  compared  with  11.18 
for  the  preceding  month  and  14.33  for  the  corresponding  mouth  of 
last  year. 

Had  the  rates  been  the  same  as  for  November,  1913,  we  would 
have  had  17  more  deaths,  130  more  employees  constantly  sick,  and 
560  more  admissions  than  we  actually  did  have. 

The  total  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was 
69.08,  compared  with  76.22  for  last  month,  and  the  total  noneffective 
rate  1.53,  compared  with  1.36  for  last  month;  each  of  these  rates 
was  lower  than  for  the  same  month  last  year. 
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The  diseases  next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission  rates, 
m  the  order  of  their  numerical  importance  were  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  venereal  diseases,  and  diseases  of  the  digestive 
and  respiratory  systems.  These  five  classes  of  diseases  caused  52 
per  cent  of  all  admissions  to  hospitals. 

There  were  no  admissions  for  typhoid  fever,  compared  with  a 
rate  of  0.31  for  last  month  and  0.44  for  the  corresponding  period  of 
last  year. 

Effects  of  Race. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  were  114.98  and  1.15  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  308.39  and  4.17  for  white  employees.  The  noneffective  rate 
for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees  per  thousand  was  9.06, 
as  compared  with  20.41  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was 
83.02  per  thousand  for  blacks  as  compared  with  166.70  for  whites. 

The  death  rate  for  Americans  was  5.16,  as  compared  with  21.68 
for  Europeans.  The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  for  disease  for  the 
latter  was  509.49,  compared  with  260.53  for  Americans.  The  ad- 
mission rate  for  malaria  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was  119.24  for 
Europeans,  as  compared  with  177.99  for  Americans. 

Deportations. 

There  were  10  deportations  accomplished  during  the  month,  5 
employees  and  5  nonemployees;  for  disease,  7,  and  for  injury,  3. 

Canal  Zone. 

Among  the  36,977  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  there  was  a  total 
of  44  deaths;  of  these,  39  deaths  were  from  disease,  gi\4ng  a  rate  of 
12.66  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  13.85  for  the  preceding  month 
and  15.82  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total 
deaths  from  disease,  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  46, 
compared  with  45  last  month. 

There  were  67  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  21.74  per  thousand. 
Of  these  births,  18  were  of  white  and  49  of  colored  children.  There 
was  1  death  of  white  and  14  deaths  of  colored  children  under  1  year 
of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  per  thousand  of  55  for  white  and 
285  for  colored  children,  with  a  general  average  of  224. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  60,000,  among  whom  there  was  a 
total  of  176  deaths;  of  these  166  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  33.20  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  32.00  for  the  pre- 
ceding month  and  37.14  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year. 
Of  the  total  deaths  from  disease,  the  percentage  under  5  years  of 
age  was  48,  compared  with  47  last  month.  The  principal  eauses 
of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared  with  October  were: 
Malaria,  13,  as  against  9  last  month;  tuberculosis,  20,  as  compared 
with  16  for  the  preceding  month;  nephritis,  16,  compared  with  15 
for  October. 

There  were  310  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  62.00  per  thou- 
sand.    The  infant  mortality  was  213  per  thousand. 


Colon. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  29,331,  among  whom  there  were'^46 
deaths;  of  these,  43  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  17.59  per 
thousand,  as  compared  with  20.05  for  the  preceding  month  and 
23.72  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths 
from  disease,  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  44,  compared 
with  39  last  month.  ^ 

The  principal  causes  of  death  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  October  were:  Cerebral  hemorrhage,  3,  compared  with  1  for 
the  previous  month;  acute  bronchitis,  8,  as  against  5  last  month; 
diarrhea  and  enteritis,  4,  compared  with  3  for  October. 

There  were  110  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  45.00  per  thou- 
sand.    The  infant  mortality  was  100  per  thousand. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 
Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly 
in  hospital  was  513.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital 
proper  was  $1.94  gross  and  $1,036  net.  The  per  capita  cost  of 
patients  in  the  insane  asylum  was  $0.52. 

board   or  HEALTH  LABORATORY. 

The  following  work  in  addition  to  the  usual  routine  was  done: 

The  preparation  of  smallpox  vaccine  for  local  use  by  the  health 
department  is  being  continued. 

The  examinations  of  blood  smears  from  the  placenta  and  periph- 
eral blood  have  disclosed  several  instances  of  placental  segre- 
gation of  parasites  when  they  were  practically  absent  from  the 
peripheral  blood. 

The  work  of  collecting  and  pieparing  the  material  and  data  for 
the  exhibits  at  Panama  and  San  Francisco  is  nearing  completion. 

During  the  month  an  analysis  has  been  made  of  our  autopsy 
records  for  the  purpose  of  eliciting  information  on  hookworm  infec- 
tions. Some  of  the  results  are  interesting  from  a  sanitary  point 
of  view. 

The  incidence  of  infection  among  all  classes  of  Colombians  and 
Panamans  is  still  high.  In  1905,  when  routine  autopsy  examina- 
tions were  begun,  the  percentage  of  infected  Colombians  coming 
to  autopsy  was  80,  while  the  recently  arrived  West  Indian  laborers 
showed  that  52  per  cent  of  them  harbored  hookworms.  During 
the  succeeding  years  it  has  become  noticeable  in  our  autopsy  work 
that  hookworm  infections  were  not  only  becoming  reduced  in 
number,  but  we  never  encountered  fatal  cases  of  the  disease,  and 
the  number  of  hookworms  detected  at  autopsy  was  very  markedly 
diminished.  This  undoubtedly  is  due  to  anthelmintic  treatment 
in  the  wards  from  year  to  year,  but  chiefly  due  to  the  relative 
absence  of  soil  pollution  in  the  Canal  Zone  and  the  resulting 
infrequency  of  new  infections.  In  1913  the  incidence  of  hook- 
worm infection  among  Colombian  patients  coming  to  autopsy  was 
58,  while  that  of  West  Indians  was  34,  a  reduction  of  about  20  per 
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cent  in  each  class.  A  very  striking  contrast  was  noted  in  com- 
paring the  incidence  of  infection  of  adults  with  children  under  14 
years  of  age,  for  the  latter  showed  only  7.2  per  cent  of  infections 
in  262  cadavers. 

An  investigation  is  now  under  way  for  the  purpose  of  determin- 
ing, within  as  close  limits  as  possible,  the  duration  of  infection  in 
individuals  constantly  living  under  conditions  where  there  is  now 
no  soil  pollution. 

Early  in  the  month  a  sanitary  survey  of  the  native  village  of 
San  Miguel,  Pearl  Islands,  Bay  of  Panama,  was  made.  Malarial 
disease  was  found  to  exist  on  the  island,  particularly  among  chil- 
dren, although  the  infections  encountered  were  usually  light  and 
the  splenic  index  was  very  low — 5.1.  Entamoebic  dysentery  wasi 
found  in  some  of  the  adults.  The  islands  are  notorious  as  having 
been  one  of  the  endemic  centers  of  beriberi,  but,  so  far  as  could 
be  ascertained,  the  disease  is  unknown  among  the  natives  and 
was  confined  solely  to  the  helmet  divers  who  lived  on  the  boats 
of  the  Pearl  fishery  fleet. 

FARM    FOR   DISABLED. 

The  per  capita  cost  was  $0.41,  as  compared  with  10.42  in  October. 

During  the  month  grading  was  done  on  the  road  and  site  for  cow 
barn.  The  pasture  was  cleaned  and  the  fence  repaired.  Hog  lots 
were  fenced  and  the  garden  and  nursery  were  cultivated. 

INSANE    DEPARTMENT. 

Thirteen  patients  were  admitted  during  the  month,  two  of  whom 
were  soldiers. 

Of  the  16  discharges,  7  had  fully  recovered  possession  of  their 
mental  faculties,  2  were  very  much  improved,  and  7  were  unim- 
proved. 

Five  inmates,  who  did  not  evince  any  amelioration  in  their  indi- 
vidual mental  disorders,  were  deported  to:  Barbados,  1;  British 
Guiana,  1;  England,  1;  and  Trinidad,  2. 

Two  of  the  five  deaths  resulted  from  beriberi  and  pellagra — the 
former  a  rare  condition  at  the  as>;lum. 

The  entire  population  of  298  insane  were  vaccinated,  success- 
fully m  about  33 J  per  cent  of  cases. 

The  work  assigned  to  patients  in  the  sewing  room,  laundry, 
kitchen,  and  other  departments  of  the  institution,  as  well  as  the 
hospital  farm  at  Corozal,  was  performed  in  a  creditable  and  econom- 
ical manner,  and  those  so  employed  have,  on  the  whole,  proven 
cheerful,  contented,  and  docile. 

CHRONIC  WARD. 

There  were  28.83  chronic  and  incurable  patients  constantly  cared 
for  during  the  month.  The  cost  of  subsistence  per  patient  per  day 
was  10.32. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 


Colon  Hospital. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  treated  on  any  one  day  during 
the  month  was  45;  the  lowest  number  25;  the  daily  average  being 
33.50.  The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick  was  21.46 
The  average  number  of  days'  treatment  per  employee  was  9.09. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  49,  as  against  50  for  the  preceding  month.  The  per  capita  cost 
per  patient  was  10.88. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

The  average  number  of  patients  constantly  sick  in  hospital  shows 
the  usual  increase  over  the  previous  months,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  indication  that  there  will  be  any  decrease  in  this  average  in  the 
immediate  future.  The  daily  average  pi  patients  reached  460,  as 
comj)ared  with  452  for  the  month  previous.  The  total  number  of 
hospital  days  for  the  month  was  13,815.  The  dispensary  was 
called  upon  to  handle  a  larger  number  of  cases  than  ever  before; 
this  was  due  t3  some  extent  to  the  lack  of  funds  among  the  working 
population  of  Panama.  The  deaths  in  hospital  totaled  81,  includ- 
ing 10  stillbirths  in  the  maternity  heme.  The  number  of  births 
during  the  month  reached  103. 

A  decided  decrease  in  the  number  of  admissions  for  malaria  has 
-been  noted.  The  majcrity  of  these  cases  still  come  from  the 
Calidonia  and  Guachapali  sections  of  the  city.  The  reduction  in 
malaria  is  due  without  doubt  to  the  excellent  work  of  the  health 
officer  in  its  control.  Beriberi  is  still  prevailing.  One  admission 
for  diphtheria  occurred  during  the  month. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 

District  Dispensaries. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria  was 
Corozal,  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.36,  while  at  Tora 
Point  no  cases  were  admitted. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  IX. 

SANITATION— CANAL  ZONE. 

The  malaria  admission  rate,  while  still  lower  than  in  any  previ- 
ous November,  reached  a  higher  point  for  the  week  ending  the  28th 
than  for  any  week  since  June  6,  the  number  of  employees  from  the 
,zone  admitted  to  hospitals  and  quarters  with  malaria  being  43,  or 
0.24  per  cent.  The  cause  of  this  increase  is  not  fully  known.  It 
has  not  been  limited  to  one  place  or  neighborhood  nor  related  to 
new  fills  or  construction  work.  A  resort  known  as  the  Casino,  on 
the  outskirts  of  Panama,  has  been  a  place  at  which  many  infections 
occurred,  and  as  the  place  is  very  popular  at  night  and  the  neigh- 
borhood unimproved,  it  is  feared  that  cases  may  continue  to  origi- 
nate there  for  some  time.

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General  sanitary  conditions  have  been  good.  A  new  hydraulic 
fill  has  been  started  and  measures  are  being  taken  to  keep  ahead  of 
mosquito  breeding  in  it. 

There  has  been  a  further  marked  reduction  in  the  amount  of  oil 
and  larvacide  used. 

The  annual  physical  examination  of  school  children  was  made 
during  the  month  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  result  of 
same:

SANITATION— PANAMA. 
Communicable  Diseases. 

Diphtheria — One  case  of  diphtheria  of  a  very  mild  character  was 
reported. 

Scarlet  fever. — ^The  occurrence  of  two  cases  of  scarlet  fever  was 
reported,  the  first  for  several  months. 

Beriberi. — Four  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  during  the 
month. 

Malaria. — A  lower  hospital  admission  rate  for  malaria  has  been 
noted  the  past  month,  which  is  doubtless  attributable  to  the 
extensive  drainage  work  which  has  been  done.  Along  the  Savanas 
Road,  beyond  Calidonia-Guachapali,  appears  to  be  the  zone  of 
danger,  the  greater  number  of  cases  being  reported  among  persons 
who  had  spent  their  evenings  in  that  part  of  the  city.  Of  the 
reported  deaths  from  malaria  the  large  majority  were  based  on 
clinical  findings. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  to  have  the  board  of  health 
laboratory  make  examinations  of  specimens  from  suspected  infec- 
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tious  diseases,  thus  affording  the  local  practitioners,  without 
charge,  a  ready  means  of  diagnosis  of  communicable  diseases. 
The  health  office  has  been  supplied  with  containers,  culture 
tubes,  etc. 

Vaccinations. 

One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ten  vaccinations  were  per- 
formed during  the  month,  bringing  the  grand  total  since  April  1 
to  12,733. 

Mosquito,  Rat,  and  Fly  Work. 

Mosquitoes. — ^The  work  against  AnopheKnes  was  extended  during 
the  month  to  include  the  area  surrounding  the  New  Casino  Build- 
ing, from  which  a  large  number  of  cases  of  malaria  had  originated. 
That  section  of  the  suburbs  has  always  been  considered  a  very 
dangerous  one  as  regards  malaria,  and  the  work  undertaken  should 
be  of  great  benefit.  Within  the  city  proper  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  breeding  places  was  noted. 

Flies. — One  hundred  and  seventy-six  quarts  of  flies  were  trapped 
at  the  public  dump.  Owing  to  the  heavy  rains  the  fires  were 
frequently  extinguished,  during  which  time  large  numbers  of 
larvae  would  quickly  appear.  Borax,  in  the  solution  of  one-half 
pound  to  1  gallon  of  water,  was  liberally  applied  to  the  ground 
surface  where  larvae  were  noted;  but  the  good  effects  of  this  solu- 
tion as  a  preventive  to  pupation  could  not  be  noticed. 

Rats. — Five  hundred  and  sixty-two  rats  were  trapped  during 
the  period  and  all  were  found  to  be  negative  for  plague. 

Garbage  Collection. 

The  collection  of  garbage  was  satisfactorily  performed,  but  the 
cremation  at  the  public  dump  was  a  failure.  During  the  past 
three  months  474  measured  quarts  of  flies  have  been  trapped  on 
and  around  the  public  dump.  An  even  greater  quantity  of  fly 
larvae  were  destroyed  by  scraping  up  and  throwing  upon  the  hot 
ashes. 

An  estimate  of  the  cost  of  garbage  disposal  at  sea  by  Clapet 
service  was  made  and  found  to  be  beyond  the  allowance  for  this 
work.     Plans  for  a  rail  incinerator  are  being  considered. 

The  work  of  placing  garbage  cans  and  covers  was  continued. 

Street  Cleaning. 

The  combined  method  of  machine  and  hand  brooms  was  carried 
on  throughout  the  month  with  very  satisfactory  results,  with  a 
slight  cost  reduction  over  the  preceding  month.  The  use  of  the 
street  machine  has  been  temporarily  suspended,  owing  to  the 
shortage  of  brooms. 

Buildings. 

The  condemnation  of  buildings  for  repairs  was  carried  on  during 
the  month;  61  permits  were  issued  for  repairs  to  old  buildings,  36 
permits  for  new  buildings.  The  increased  depth  of  the  foundation 
wall  from  18  inches  to  2  feet  has  been  put  into  effect,  and  all  other 
rat-proofing  features  were  carefully  observed. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVII. 
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SANITATION— COLON . 

Several  bakeries  have  been  renovated  and  structural  improve- 
ments made.  Some  of  them  were  originally  so  built  that  it  would 
be  impossible  to  make  the  complete  structural  modern  types  with- 
out entire  condemnation  and  reconstruction,  but  all  are  greatly 
improved  over  their  condition  six  months  ago. 

A  model  fowl  coop  has  been  built  and  circulars  given  out  to  put 
into  effect  the  recent  order  concerning  live  animals. 

An  arrangement  has  been  made  with  the  alcalde  for  the  periodic 
disinfection  of  the  jails  in  Colon. 

A  plan  has  been  inaugurated  by  which  weekly  night  inspections 
of  the  city  are  being  made  by  a  sanitary  inspector.  As  a  result  of 
the  first  inspection  18  arrests  were  made  for  violations  of  the  sani- 
tary laws,  and  Convictions  obtained  in  each  case. 

The  demolition  of  the  Panama  Raihoad  Pier  No.  1,  which  was 
condemned  for  sanitary  reasons,  is  in  progress.  Its  removal  will 
immensely  improve  health  conditions  along  the  water  front. 

Vaccinations. 

Of  the  1,910  persons  examined,  1,828  were  found  protected  and 
82  were  vaccinated.

QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

It  is  noted  in  the  immigration  report  that  a  considerable  number 
of  both  steerage  and  cabin  passengers  were  received  from  the 
United  States,  immigration  from  other  ports  remaining  fairly  sta- 
tionary. This  increase  from  the  States  is  probably  due  to  the  cold 
weather  and  hard  times. 

The  number  deported  during  the  month  shows  an 'increase. 
Twenty-one  deserters  and  stowaways  were  deported  from  the  At- 
lantic side.  The  question  of  destitute  deserters  and  workaways  is 
a  perplexing  one.  These  men  get  ashore,  as  a  rule,  from  tramps 
in  transit.  Circular  letter  has  been  sent  to  the  consuls,  masters, 
and  agents  notifying  them  that  members  of  such  crews  are  not  to 
be  discharged  until  examined  for  immigration  reasons. 

Passenger  traffic  has  markedly  decreased,  while  cargo  ships  are 
making  up  the  deficiency. 

The  plague  and  yellow  fever  situation  in  South  America  shows 
no  appreciable  change.  New  Orleans  is  practically  clean,  and  no 
new  cases  of  plague  have  been  reported  in  Cuba. 

The  repair  work  on  the  quarantine  station  at  Colon  is  almost 
completed,  while  probably  six  weeks  will  be  required  to  complete 
the  transfer  of  buildings  from  Culebra  Island  to  Balboa  Dump. 
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No  disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  has  entered  our  ports  during 
the  month.
